The school superintendents of the 


National Education association, realiz- 
ing "the need of school training 
be- 


yond- the age of childhood," recom- 
mend "The addition of junior colleges 
as an integral part of the public school 
system." This is taken to mean that 
the" educators want to extend 
the 


schooling period of all American chil- 
dren to 14 years, giving every boy and 
girl two years of college. 


The idea is admirable—provided the 


children stand it. Eventually a race 
may be developed qualifying for such 
prolonged instruction. But many ob- 
sfervers will say that this presupposes 
considerable mental evolution.

pretty well agreed today that people 
are not born equal^ even in the most 
'democratic of countries.

are 


merely born, or should be born, with 
equal opportunity. All that"society can 
offer children in a democracy is oppor- 
tunity to learn what they are capable 


. of learning and do what they are cap- 


able of doing. 


Every teacher knows wliat a great 


difference there is in the rapacity of 
.children for scholarship. 
Every high 


school teacher knows how hard it is- to 
get whole classes through 
their 
rd- 


quired work. Large numbers of boys 
and girls, however excellent and use- 
ful members of society they may be," 
show no aptitude even for high school 
learning. Every bright high school stu- 
"cletit knows how the work of the class 
isrJield-back by the presence of those 


who" 
h^ve no interest in it. 
'; 


- There is already some questioa of 


whether it is "wise to try to cram aca- 
demic instruction into all brains. This 


" is -still more true of college. 
Sending 


everybody to college would lower the 
standards of college work. All those" 
who want to go and are willing to 
leatn should be enabled to go. But is it" 
wisp to force attendance on the others? 


CITY NOMADS 


'An electric light company in one of 


the big industrial cities, checking up on 
changes of address, finds that 38 per 
cent of the families in town move ev- 
ery, year. This means an annual mi- 
gration of about two families out of 
every five. 


It means profit for the moving men. 


Possibly some other industries 
are 


benefited. Many, perhaps most, of the 
niovings are justified by changes of 
work, betterment of the movers, etc. 
But there are unfortunate factors. 


The situation explains a good deal 


of the political indifference and mis- 
government of which so many cities 
are complaining. People who move are 
likely to lose their votes temporarily, 
and thus lose interest in local govern- 
ment. Those .who move often may get 
out of the habit of voting. 


Worse still, because it involves fam- 


ily life more-intimately, is the un- 
settling effect of this nomadic life on 
neighborhoods. There is nothing finer 
than the neighborhood life in areas 
where good-families of similar social 
status settle and remain. This is espe- 
cially valuable to. young people. Chil- 
dren come to "know each other as they 
do in a village and grow up together. 
Tics are formed that last for life. 


Fortunate are the' boys and 
girls 


•\vith_ these advantages. There arc no 
such bonds in a district of frequent 
movers. 


REDUCING RAIL CASUALTIES. 
In 1923 the railroads of the country 


surveyed their employe casualty rec- 


, ord and resolved to cut it by at least 
* 35 per"c,ent,by 1930. 


As a result, various safety cam- 


paigns were inaugurated, old hazards 
were eliminated, and employers and 
employees co-operated to take the clc- 


V ment of danger out of the railroad 


worker's job. 


A bulletin from the Committee on 


* Public Relations of the Eastern Rail- 
•; roads show how well the job has been 
Ldone. With 1930 nearly^ year away, 


the railroads have already passed their 
own goal. They have reduced employee 
casualties by more than 47 per cent 
since 1923. 


Nothing that the railroad men have 


done in recent years is much more to 
their credit than this. 


CONVERTING THE ORIENT 
An American missionary 
returned 


from India says the greatest obstacle 
to successful work in that country is 
not hostility but indifference. "The 
people of India regard Christianity as 
the religion of the white race, and do 
not care to accept it. They reason that 
if fhey do not ask their white friends 
to accept Mohammedanism or Buddh- 
ism or Hinduism', the white race should 
not insist on their becoming 
Chris- 


tians." 


It seems to be especially true in re- 


ligion that "East is East and West is 
West." Christianity began as an ori- 
ental religion, but has found its accep- 
tance almot entirely- in the Occident. 
The West continues sending its Chris- 
tian missionaries to Asia, but on the 
whole without much success. 


Meanwhile a novel thing is happen- 


ing. Asia is sending missionaries to 
Europe and America. Preachers of 
Buddhism or Hinduism or minor ori- 
ental isms are becoming familiar 
in 


this country and are often successful. 
There are always to be found mystical- 
minded persons who feel an 
affinity 


with eastern teachings. 
It is observ- 


able, however, that those mystic teach- 
ings arc often 
modified considerably 


by their preachers in appl) ing them to 
practical American life. 


<3UR PUBLIC LANDS 


Since natural resources arc largely 


responsible for Amcrica.'s rapid rise to 
the front rank of industrial nations, 
any information about the extent of 
such resources that still remain Untap- 
ped is bbtthd to be 6f interest. 


A bulletin from the Department of 


the Interior relative to the 
United 


States' public lands is highly reassur- 
ing. 


On these lands, there still remains 


an untapped coal reserve of more than 
200,000,000,000 tons. There are also 
deposits of 8,000,000,000 tons of phos- 
phates. Oil shale areas will yield 60,- 
000,000,000 barrets of oil when the 
need becomes acute. 


It is comforting to know" that such 


enormous reserves still exist. These, of 
"course, are in addition to the huge re-, 
serves that lie in private hands. Ap- 
parently our great -store of natural 
•riches is by no means near exhaustion. 


CHICKEN THIEVES 


The chicken thief is usually consid- 


ered an unimportant sort of criminal— 
a character for comic stories and car- 
toons, but nothing more.

Today's Anniversary 


A GREAT NAVAL BATTLE 


Sixty-seven years ago today the most impor- 


tant naval battle in the world's history came to 
an end wtlh both ships limping- off the scene, 
neither victorious. It -was the battle of the Moni- 
tor and Merrimac, the world's first ironclad war- 
ships. 


The battle, undecisive as its result was, revo- 


lutionized the navies of the world, and doomed 
wooden fighting vessels to Davey Jones' Locker 
forever. In'this lies its greatest importance, but 
it also had the Immediate effect of bolstering up 
the morale of Union supporters. The Mcrnmac, 
built by the South in an effort to break the 
northern blockade of Hampton Roads, was "prov- 
ing a terror of the seas. No wooden ship could 
givo it u real contest. Soon after, the Union 
retaliated with tho Monitor, designed by John 
Ericsson, inventor of the screw propeller. When 
on March 9. 1862, the Monitor proved itself cap- 
able of fighting even a stand-off battle with the 
impregnable Merrimac it relieved the North of 
much apprehension. 


After the battle. 


Times said: 


"The English had 110 first-class warships. We 


now have two, the Warrior and her sister. Iron- 
side. There is not a ship in the navy, apart from 
these two that it would not be madness to trust 
to an engagement with that little Monitor."

which accompanied the recommen- 
dation of the joint committee of the 
board and common council appoint- 
ed to select a site. • 


The report also contained a dis- 


cussion of the reasons why a scnool 
Is necessary and a brief description 
of the condition of other schools in 
Appleton. It was stated clearly in 
the report that the board of educa- 
tion does not contemplate the erec- 
tion of a new high school vviuiin five 
years. 


The report: 
The problem of a new senior high 


school for Appleton now faces the 
people and the Board of- Education. 
This problem has not come entirely 
unexpectedly. Ever since the pas 
sage of the law of 1921 which raised 
the compulsory school age in \Vls 
consin to 18 years of age. it has been 
apparent that additional high sehoofc 
facilities would be needed. This the 
state survey 
committee 
of 1922, 


called in by the city of Appleton for 
Its guidance and counsel, indicated. 
Part of its recommendations—thai 
of building junior high schools—has 
been carried into effect. Part of its 
recommendations—that of furnishing 
additional 
room 
for senior 
high 


school purposes—has not yet been 
carried into effect. 
And here lies 


our present problem. 


That this problem is vexations and 


big -is true. 
A new senior high 


schol can not be built in a week, nor 
financed by a mere empty gesture. 
That this problem comes to a head 
now, at a particularly vexatious, 
time, is also true. "With a high tax 
rate, with a multitude of problems, 
all costing money, now facing our 
city and with the present financial 
condition of the city, we all realize 
that this not exactly a propitious or 


*' 
f favorable time for the emergence of 


such a large problem as building a 
new senior high school. 
However, 


neither the Board of Education nor 
anyone else, individual or group", can 
be charged with having brought 
about this problem at this particular 
time. 


It is a problem which has arisen 


of itself, a problem which was bound 
to grow with the growth of senior 
high school enrollment and with the 
growth of the population oC Apple- 
ton. Like the outgrown suit of the 
growing boy, our 
senior 
high 


school building 
has outgrown its 


use, which no amount of patching 
can make adequate for its growing 
needs. 
/ 


KEEP PUBLIC INFORMED 


The Board of Education of Apple- 


ton is seeking a safe and sane solu- 
tion fo'r'this problem. For this reas- 
on, the Board is now calling to the 
attention of the citizens and the city 
council the needs of this particular 
problem. -Were it to'remain silent, 
or otherwise neglect its duty, until 
such-time as outside agencies were 
to call the matter to our attention, 
the Board would be derelict in the 
performance of Its duty to the peo- 
ple of Appleton. The Board makes 
it recommendations without fear or 
favor. 
That, they feel. Is expected 


of them. For that reason, too, the 
Board is placing before the people 
all the facts, however unpleasant, 
believing always that this is the best 
way in a democracy, where the peo- 
ple rule, in which public confidence 
and approval can be secured and re- 
tained. It has been a stated policy 
of the^Board of Education to keep 
the public thoroughly informed of 
its actions and policies at all times, 


time to time, official minutes 


of its proceedings are printed in the 
Post-Crescent. It is in keeping with 
this policy of openess and frankness 
that the discussion concerning the 
need of a new high school is to be 
conducted. 


The Board of Education Is firmly 


convinced of two propositions: first, 
that Appleton needs a new senior 
high school: and1, secondly, that the 
Riverview Country €lub is the best 
available site for locating -such a 
school. 


Fjrs.t, why does Appleton need a 


new senior high school? 


NEED MORE SPACE 


The present high school building 


has simply outgrown its use. More 
space is needed. Built in 1904, ori- 
ginally to house 523 pupils without 
crowding, and C44 with crowding, 
several of its end rooms were par- 
titioned off in 1921, thus increasing 
the capacity of the building to 812 
pupils. For the past two years the 
enrollment has exceeded 850 .pupils. 
The enrollment for the coming school 
year promises to approach the 900 
mark, as the incoming class exceeds 
last year's incoming class by over 
50 pupils. -Within a very short time, 
the Appleton high school must plan 
to accommodate/1000 to ISOtf pupils. 


Chapter 5, entitled "The High 


School", from the 1922 State School 
Building Survey of Appleton (made 
by state officials called in from Ma- 
dison by the city of Appleton to in- 
vestigate the needs of our school sys- 
tem) 
graphically furnishes the an- 


answers to the question. Why does 
Appleton need a new senior high 
school. The conclusions, 
made in 


1922, 
are even more true today In 


1929. despite the temporary relief se- 
cured through the building of the 
junior high schools. We quote from 
this report of the experts: 


"From the standpoint of educa- 


tional 
ctficfoncy, 
however, 
the 


this'i school) building leaves much 
to be desired. 
The corridors arc 


unnecessarily wide: the basement is 
over thirteen leet in height with its 
floor about seven foot be!o\v grade. 
All of the basement rooms arc de- 
ficient 
in 
lighting, both natural 


and artificial, and this deficiency is 
alto apparent regarding ventilation. 


"Toilet -facilities are very -limited. 


For girls there are but 40 per cent 
of those required on the basis of 
enrollment and with the exception 
5f one toilet in the basement, all are 
placed on the second floor. These 
toilets are extremely dark t«nd In- 
sufficiently lighted and ventilated." 


Again, let us quote further irom 


this .report: 


"The building contains an Insuf- 


ficient number of class rooms of 


large and improperly proportioned 
The exceptions to this are most oi 
the shops, library, gymnasium, and 
auditorium, all of which axe too 
small. The auditorium has a legal 
seating capacity of C60 while its 
present seating is 800. (During the 
present year. 1928-1929. we have 
been attempting to seat SCO pupils 
plus 35 teachers) 


"The building lacks the following

INADEQUATE AUDITORIUM 
During the past three years, eacr 


time oui- entire student body 
has 


met i:i tho auditorium, it has been 
necessary for a number of student 
to stand because of lack of seats 
Each time our student body meet 
thus, we are violating the legal seat 
Ing capacity of the auditorium. No 
only is the auditorium too small fo 
our growing needs. It is also poor 
ly located, being just above the gym 
nasium and closest to the Chicago- 
Northwestern tracks, with all the! 
noise disturbances. 
More than on 


contest, or oration, or declamation 
or address has been interrupted an 
spoiled because of this feature. 


The accoustics, or hearing quali 


ties, are also very poor in the pres 
ent auditorium. It is almost impos 
sible to make even a powerful voice 
heard in the rear of the room. 


Ever since the great enrollment 


of high school students made it nee 
essary to use each room for class 
room purposes, the auditorium has 
been used as a study hall by those 
pupils who had free periods. Th 
auditorium was not intended for this 
purpose. 
It has never adapted it 


self to this purpose. Equipped with 
opera chairs, collapsible arm rests 
and a sloping floor, the psychologies 
surroundings of the auditorium sug 
gest anything but serious study t( 
the pupil. The newer high schools 
which are adequately equipped with 
study halls, in fact as well as in 
name, do not have such problems as 
these to contend with. 


There Is another respect In whicl 


our auditorium is hopelessly inade 
quate. That is hi the matter of class 
plays, operettas, and cantatas. Th 
stage is pitifully small. It has never 
been possible to use it for our dra 
matic productions. 
It lacks dress 


ing rooms, adequate lighting faclli 
ties, adequate orchestra room, and 
adequate scenery. In a typical higl 
school operetta, more than 150 stu 
dents take part. This requires fa 
c'ilities which we now do 'not have 
Accordingly, it has been necessary 
to -rent a local theatre' three times 
per year for this use. The moral an< 
discliplinary problems which inevi 
tably arise in holding these high 
school 'activities 
in 
a. downtown 


theatre building arc serious. 


At the present time, it is actually 


Impossible to continue the use of the 
local theatre for our dramatic pur 
poses. From now. we shall have to 
give these productions in the only 
other available place, Lawrence Me 
morial Chapel. 
Lawrence 
Chape 


was not built nor designed for this 
purpose, and lacks 
lighting, stage 


scenery, and many other facilities 
which satisfactory 
dramatic per- 


formance requires. 


Commencement 
exercises ought 


by right, be conducted in the higl- 
school building in which, our young 
graduates have received their higl; 
school training. It is the one out- 
standing opportunity for parents and 
the community to feel themselves 
one in the work of the high school 
Our inadequate auditorium facilities 
here again compel us to use an out- 
side building. 


GYM INADEQUATE 


This Is, perhaps, one of our most 


serious deficiencies and handicaps 
The World War revealed the serious 
deficiencies in 
health 
equipment 


under which a startling proportion 
of America's young men were living. 
This indicated a serious lack in the 
health training and education of our 
schools. Accordingly, a number of 
states, including our own Wisconsin, 
passed compulsory physical educa- 
tion and hygiene laws, 
requiring 


each high school boy and 
girl to 


take a minimum prescribed course 
of health education throughout their 
high school education. APPLETON 
HIGH SCHOOL has never been able 
to obey this law. 


There are many health laws that 


we violate because of unsatisfactory 
and 
unsanitary 
conditions. Over- 


crowding of pupils In classes, dress- 
ing 
rooms, and 
showers 
is 
not 


healthful. Also, these facilities were 
Installed a quarter of a century ago. 
and are now absolute and in some 
cases, unsanitary. 
Dressing 
room 


floors, stairways, and the like, con- 
structed of wood can, in the very 
nature of things, not be kept clean 
and sanitary. These rooms are inter- 
ior rooms, that is. direct lighting 
and ventilation are almost 
impos 


sible. This means artificial light Is 
used the entire day. with deficien- 
cies in ventilation as well. Our toi- 
lets, particularly, fall in this class. 


We lack drying rooms. Imagine 


forty thoroughly soaked, smelly foot- 
l«all outfits scattered on the floor,

Under such conditions, It is 
simply impossible to battle with 
filth and dirt. Modern high school 
athletic departments have adequate 
drying rooms where such equipment 
Is placed over night and subjected 
to dry heat which not only'drys. but 
also sterilizes. It Is Ironical to try to 
teach hygiene and clean living undor 
physical conditions that 
nauseate 


and belie the very teaching. 


ious to health. We rent the armory 
each night ^during the basketball 
season for practice purposes at 
three dollars per hour. . And of 
course, we rent it for all of our bas- 
kerball games at J33 per game, the 
high school furnishing the ushers, 
ticket sellers and takers, and all 
other necessary labor, including the 
not inconsiderable task of setting 
up and taking f down' the 
portable 


bleachers at 'each 
performance. 


Roughly, these items cost the high 
school between $400 and $500 an- 
nually. The most serious problem, 
here, however, is not one of expense. 
Rather, it is a problem of mor.U 
control It is due largely to the good, 
common sense and decency of our 


lems are not more serious. If the 
high school had its 
own gymnas- 


ium, 
control by school authorities 


would be more certain and the re- 
sponsibility for such would be theirs. 


Another aspect of these health fac- 


ilities is the lack of adequate play- 
ground and athletic field space. 
Twenty-five years 
ago. 
it 
was 


thought adequate for the health of 
boys-and girls-to carry on physical 
activities indoors. A. radical change 
in the American manner of living 
during the past ten or fifteen years 
has greatly altered this view. We 
are fast becoming an outdoor peo 
Pie. 
• Accordingly, more and more of our 
high school physical activities are 
now being carried on outdoors. We 
find ourselves seriously crippled in 
this respect at Appleton high school. 
The high school plant was not con- 
ceived for this purpose. According- 
ly, when we- attempt outdoor activ- 
ities at the high school, noise from 
the 
outside interrupts 
class-room 


work going on inside, accident haz- 
ards are caused dally by close prox 
imlty to street and' traffic, windows 
are broken, and much of the worth- 
while activity is stifled before it even 
begins because 
of this 
handicap. 


Modernly 
equipped 
schools 
have 


acres of surrounding land where ten 
or more games Involving dozens of 
pupils are going on at one and the 
.same time. 
Such is the case at 


Green Bay. Manitowoc, and other 
city high schools. 


If these facilities are part of our 


high school plant, much needless ex 
pense, {rouble, and time would be 
saved. We should like to see 100 
per cent of the high school student 
body participate in some form of out- 
door, healthful sport, rather than to 
spend most of the energies in devel 
oping a few star athletes. Adequate 
facilities will help make this ideal a 
reality. 


MORE CLASS ROOMS 


Mention has already been made of 


the unfavorable report of the 1922 
State Survey Committee concerning 
the inadequacies and deficiencies of 
our class-rooms. Four of our rooms 
could seat between 55 and 65 pupils, 
but rating agencies which annually 
inspect and accredit the high school 
do not permit In excess of 30 pupils 
per class, and actually recommend 
not more than 25 pupils per class 
for maximum educational efficiency. 
To quote from the 1928 bulletin of 
the the North Central Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools (of 
which Appleton high school, Law- 
rence College, and the University of 
Wisconsin are members):' 


"An average enrollment 
in 
the 


school in excess of thirty pupils p*r 
teacher shall be considered as a vi- 
olation of this standard." 


If the high school were to be re- 


fused accrediting by this rating as- 
sociation, its graduates would not be 
admitted to colleges and universities 
on an equal basis with those of other 
high schools, but would be required 
to pass entrance examinations at 
each institution. Continued accredit- 
ing, therefore. Is a necessity to safe 
guard the best interests of our grad- 
uates. In terms of these four large 
rooms, this means that one half of 
their seating capacity is not, and 
never has been, utilized for class- 
room purposes. In other words, the 
floor space'of' these four rooms is 
large enough for 8 ordinary class- 
rooms. If lighting^ ventilation, and 
other factors would permit. 
These 


rooms, originally, were locker and 
toilet rooms and were rennovated for 
classroom purposes to take eare of 
inereasing enrollments a number of 
years ago. 
This indicates but one 


problem we run into in attempting 
to adapt an obsolete building 
to 


modern needs. 


On the other hand, several rooms 


are so small that they do not accom- 
modate 30 pupils. This again, is due 
to alterations made several years ago 
n the hope to make two classrooms 
where only one existed before. 
It 


lion. Because of their number and 
small size, it is almost impossible for 
an Instructor to supervise or con- 
duct class activity in more than one 
or two at a tune. 
Modern high 


school i-hops are cf sufficient si:e 
so as to permit several class croups 
to work at'tho same time, all under 
the supervision of one teacher. 


Health is sadly neglected in these 


basement class-rooms. 
Rooms are 


frequently damp and poorly ventilat- 
ed. Artificial light is used all day 
loner, nearly every day in the school 
year. It has been noticeable that

also cause serious noise disturbances.

Appleton high school needs ade- 


quate classrooms for Its music and 
art classes. 


The importance of art and music 


for happier living is fast being rec 
ognlzed by parents and public gen- 
erally. The city of Appleton Is ac 
corded pioneer recognition In this 
respect. And yet. Inadequate faclli 
tics for these happiness-giving sub- 
jects have denied the high school 
pupil of much of any real training. 
Our music and art have been sadly 
neglected, largely because of lack of 
a satisfactory 
meeting 
place. For 


two years, the Woman's club play- 
house was used. For several years, 
now, 
we have been renting the base' 


merit of the Moose hall, across the 
street from the high school, for ma 
sic purposes.. It is necessary to re- 
move band, orchestra and Glee club 
from the proximity of other classes 
because of the noise caused by these 
classes. 


Having this work carried on In 


the basement of Moose hall again 
presents 
a 
number of problems 


which would not ariae if -this work 
were carried on In a detached wins 
of an adequate high school plant.

Health of these pupils Is endangered 
by being required to pass between 
buildings, as boys and girls do not 
always stop to Uon rubbers and over- 
coats.

basement costs the city of Appleton 
approximately $1,300 for the school 
year of 9 months.

Approximately 2.300 students 


have been graduated from our high 
school during the past 25 years. The 
population of Appleton has Increased 
roughly 10,000 in these same years.

CANT EXPAND 


The. possibility of building an ad- 


dition to the present senior high 
school plant does not offer a real so- 
lution to this problem which will 
grow with the years. Land is at a 
premium in tho vicinity of the pres- 
ent high school. Expansion to the 
west and north Is Impossible, and un- 
desirable because of the proximity of

Expansion to the south nnd east re- 
mains. The Board of Education and 
the Special Joint Committee appoint- 
ed to Investigate the matter of a 
high school site, carefully inquired 
into the possibility of expansion In 
either of these directions and came 
to an unfavorable conclusion.

Tho present 
building cannot be

The best that can be stxid for the 
present building is that it Is Impos- 
ing on the outside, but obsolete on 
the inside.

The State High School Com- 


mittee In 1922 went into this feature

Had it not been for the 
passionate appeal of this 'Southern 
Matron," as she feigned herself, the 
lovely'old white house in its setting 
of green lawns and stately trees, for 
years the mccca of thousands', might 
not be here today. 


Another woman, Grace Elizabeth 


King, has written the story of Ann 
Cunningham's heroic fight for senti- 
ment and beauty. Her book, "Mount 
Vernon on the Potomac." has just 
been published and presented to the 
Library of Congress. It is a history 
of the Mount Vernon Indies' associa- 
tion, which for years has had charge 
of Washington's old home. 


Miss Cunningham was a southern 


belle, the daughter 
of Col. Robert 


Cunningham, who received his title 
for distinguished service in the war 
of 1812. Like many g:r!s of that clay, 
she loved to ride horseback. While 
on a jo>ous gallop t-lie was thrown 
from her horse and lif-r spine was FO 
injured that t.hc became a lifclons 
Invalid.

•ing, sanitation and feeding of chick- 
ens, Mr. "Wells reached this conc- 
olubion: "Treat liens on the farm 
•;is well as you do cows and 100 hens 
will produce more clear profit than 
one cow." Putting the same thought 
in other v.-ords, the speaker said: 
"Keep your chickens in a clean, well 
lighted and ventilated henhouse and 
feed them regularly on balanced ra- 
tion and in proportion to the money 
invested and the 
labor 
expended, 


they will pay you as well as any 
other farm project." 
1<vXou can't throw out into your 


chicken yard a pan of barley once 
in a while and expect your birds to 
reach their-limit in egg production 
'or to pay. To' get eggs in winter- 
when the prices 'are high, you must 
produce summer conditions in your 
chicken coop. .In addition to egg- 
producing rations, you must feed the 
birds such green stuff as sprouted 
oats, cabbage and mangels. 


"Cut, to begin with, you must have 


nn egg-laying strain of chickens of 
the kind you like best and admire. 
You must cull out the loafers in 
your flock by trap nesting or other- 
wise. 


"If a man has a good Trife, he

much more successful. 


"The best kind of light for a hen 


houso and ventilation can be obtain-

"If a flock is fed 'well balanced 


ma^h, it will produce more escgs than 
when fed entirely on whole grain. 
Sounl milk is an excellent feed for 
liens; but no shifting from sour to 
sweet milk should bo done. Boiled 
potatoes mixed with ground grain 
makes a good change for the flock. 
Tho woman who has a half dozen 
hens and has table scraps enoush 
to feed them will do better than -with 
nny other kind of feed. Tho trouble 
in this case is. a scarcity of table 
fvraps for a large flock. One may 
make money with a flock of 100 
chickens and fall down -with a flock 
of 1.000. It is foolish to go into the 
thicken business on an expensive 
Fcalo with a high overhead.

There will be at least two solutions 
proposed: -one, the development of 
great new Industries; and another, 
the undertaking 
of great 
public 


works. 
Of course, there will be 


countless other ideas offered. 
You 


can be prepared for endless discus 
sion of this question of what to do 
with the labor surplus created by 
labor-saving machinery. 
The 
dis- 


cussion will be especially 
intense 


during periods of business depres- 
sion and will abate during periods 
of business expansion, but it will, on 
the whole, be at its height during 
the next ten years. 


MORE, BIGGER MERGERS 


"From another angle, the same 


underlying problem will-take 
this 


form for the employer. How can I 
dispose of tl.e surplus goods created 
by labor-saving machinery? 
Even 


now this problem is beginning to 
press. That is undoubtedly one rea- 
son why there are so many mergers. 
You will see many more and larger 
mergers in the future. 


The radio manufacturer for 
in- 


stance, is finding that he cannot suc- 
cessfully 
compete with his fellow 


radio makers and at the same time 
compete with clothing makers, au- 
to manufacturers and all the other 
industries which are bidding for a 
share of the family budget. In each 
individual industry, rival manufac- 
turers are being forced to merge so 
that the industry 
as a whole can 


present a united front to other in- 
dustries. 


"Turning now from 
industry to 


trade, there will be desperate and 
persistent 
struggles 
during the 


years ahead to speed up the stores 
so they can distribute the immense 
volume of production from the la- 
bor-saving factories. 
One of 
the 


things which 
will almost certainly 


succeed is some for of automatic 
vending. This is so closely in tune 
with the spirit of the future that it 
can hardly escape attention. 
Our 


children may look back condescend- 
ingly at the sturdy 
penny-in-the- 


slot machine, as the ancestor of im- 
posing dispensers handling a very 
appreciable part of the world's retail 
trade. 


STOCKS AND BONDS 


"In finance there will 
also be 


marked changes 
as the years roll 


by. The present generation has been 
chleflly interested in trying to buy 
and sell stocks and bonds at advan- 
tageous prices. While tnis is an im- 
portant aspect of finance, it is very 
far from being the only aspect and 
perhaps it cannot be called the most 
vital aspect. 
I am ready to make 


this forecast, that during the next 
20 years the public will develop a to- 
tally new viewpoint toward finance. 
By finance, I mean personal finance. 
The word will 
not only take on a 


meaning for thousands of people of 
very moderate income, but those of 
wealth will get 
entirely fresh con- 


cepts. I foresee with especial assur- 
ance that the field of Trusts will of- 
fer great opportunities. The Amer- 
ican public Is being taken into part- 
nership in our great industries on a 
large scale. 


I feel very positive that the num- 


ber of people interested in stocks 
and bonds will increase far out of 
proportion to the mere increase in 
population. 


AEROPLANES TO INCREASE 
"Having touched briefly upon the 


industry, trade, 
and 
finance of 


twenty-five years hence, I will men- 
tion some prospective conditions of 
everyday life which should be wit- 
nessed. Airplanes will be with us 
in great numbers although they will 
not become as automobiles. These 
airplanes of the future will either 
be constructed on . some principle 
equivalent to the helicepter— 
or 


they will not be constructed in any 
great quantity like automobiles.^ In 
other words, to come into general 
use the airplane must be able to 
rise straight up and to descend 
straight down, on a small spot. To 
decide this question in your own 
mind, ask yourself 
whether 
you 


would today own an automobile if 
you had to begin and end each trip 
in a distant municipal auto-port! 


"As to the automobile, it is not im- 


possible that the cars of the future 
will be designed to run side-wise as 
well as forward end backward. T!ie 
more intense parking problems of 
the future will put a premium upon 
the ability of a car to maneuver. 
That this crab-like motion for an au- 
tomobile is not altogether an impos- 
sible idea machanically is suggest 
ed by the diagonal motion which you 
will notice in the self-propelled ba 
gage trucks that weave their way 
around railroad stations and also in 
the similar trucks which are being 
used m factories. Growing conges 
tion during the 
next 
twenty-five 


years will also encourage the devel- 
opment of elevated streets or side 
walks and elevated crossings. 


PROBLEMS OF CONGESTION 
"In future years we shall hear 


much of 
this word 
'congestion.' 


There wiri be a congestion problem 
not only for automobiles, but also 
for radio. Radio in the future, of 
course, will include television an<l 
such broadcasting may bliii further 
crowd the air. 


I. therefore, look for a great de- 


velopment of 
wired 
broadcasting 


whereby those who wish to avoid the 
crowd, so to speak, may receive their 
programs both audible and visual 
over the wires' of the electric light 
or possibly the telephone system. 
This will also make it possible for 
those who wish to pay a small price 
for radio programs to dictate the 
character of such programs. 


EDUCATIONAL CHANGES 


"Some of the 
greatest changes 


which the 
future 
promises 
are 


changes In education. Much of th» 
present school and college system 
will be rebuilt and will become more 
efficient and practical without loss 
of intrinsic 
values. 
There 
may 


spring up a great mvement for adult 
education. I think that people aro 
right on the eve of realizing tint 
systematic education should not ab- 
ruptly end at some fixed date kno\vn 
as graduation, but should be in sonic 
way continued throughout lifo. This 
is a subject of remarkable possibil- 
ities. During the next twenty-five 
years there will be an overhauling of
